hoses, sprinkler systems, and 
irrigation systems to make sure 
they are performing at their 
peak efficiency. Repair any 
leaks and if necessary replace 
worn fittings and hoses.

Managing water restrictions in n the home landscape 


Water when plants are just 
beginning to wilt and resist 
low watering as this only pro- 
duces shallow root systems. By 
watering less frequently but for 
longer periods of time, you will 
promote deep, healthy root sys- 
tems that can withstand. dry 
periods mitch easier. 

Water ‘so that plants and/or 
lawns receive one to one-and-a- 
half inches of water per week 
(take into account rainfall), This 
may be done in split applica- 
tions of 1/2 * 34 inches twice a 
week or one deep watering once 
a week. To determine how long 
it takes your sprinkler system to 
output one inch of water, place 
several shallow, flat-sided pans 
on the ground to catch water 
while irrigating and determine 
the time it takes to collect one 
inch of water. 

Water your plants and lawn 
during the early morning hours, 


between 4 AM and 10 AM to 
maximize water uptake. When 
applying water to beds or gar- 
dens, direct water applications 
to plant roots rather than an 
over-the-top approach. Wetting 
the foliage not only encourages 
disease but may also Jessen the 
amount of water your plant 
roots recdjve due to evapora- 
tion. R 

Drip irrigation and/ot soaker 
hoses are efficient at directing 
water towards. the root system 
and will retluce water use by up 
to 50% compared to traditional 
sprinklers. 

Finally, consider planting 
drought resistant plants: suited 
for South Alabama. A list of 
such plants as well as additional 
information on water conserva- 
tion can be obtained from the

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Ninety-seven year old Margaret Haire died last week. No one 
can question that she lived a full life and apparently enjoyed 
every minute of it. We are never ready for a friend or loved one 


to die but as was discussed with a member of her family at the 
‘ funeral home, there "t have been a more fitting time. She 
died on July 4th. . two of America’s founding fathers, 


Thomas Jefferson and{former President John Adams. Three 
great Americans if we do say so ourself. Even though those two 
men actually died only hours apart, it was many years ago, long 
before our 97 year old church buddy Margaret Haire was born. 
However that didn’t diminish her positive influence on count- 
less people throughout her life. 


We hear the bleeding hearts in Washington (and other places) 
vowing that all the killings in Iraq are caused by the American 
presence in that nation. That is hard to disprove... . until 
Monday when seven explosions in 11 minutes ripped through 
crowded commuter trains and stations in Mumbai, India, killing 
at least 147 people and leaving hundreds more bloodied and 
injured.

Dear Editor: 

I taught in Kinston High 
School.from 1949 to 1957 under 
the’ principalship “of Mr. E.C. 
Nevin. This I offer in his memo- 
ry and honor: 

When giants fall, the earth 
should tremble; so, on June 19th 
last, all of us who knew E.C, 
Nevin felt the tremor. Truly a 
giant of the spirit, intellect, and 
education, he touched the lives of 
thousands of ‘students, col- 
leagues, and citizens during his 
life as teacher, principal of 
Kinston High School, and presi- 
dent of MacArthur Technical 
College. His reputation as an 
excellent educator’ was wide- 
spread, his work as a lay speaker 
in the Methodist Church was 
more than well respected, and, as 
a guest speaker to many groups 
representing a variety of profes- 
sions and careers was evidence of 
his broad range of interest and 
knowledge: His favorite ‘topic: 
What makes Kinston High 
School so’ special? There is not 
enough space here to present his 
explanation. 

His approach to education: was 
realistic and workable. Mr. 


Nevin firmly believed that every- 


‘one had the potential to succeed 
inMife. He ‘once. said: to. me; 
“Look around and you will find 
very fewreal failures, even 
among those who were poor aca- 
demic students,”” And on another 
occasion, “Success breeds suc- 
cess, but failure does nothing but 
discourage. Find a way for every 
student to succeed at something,” 
and, “Don’t run a student out of 
school; then you can’t do any- 
thing for him.” One of my 
favorite stories about this' man 
goes like this; It was reported to 
Mr. Nevin that a certain 7th grade 
boy was’ on the playground 
“cussin” him. The wise school 
man promptly called the young 
man to his office, and instead of 
the expected. corporeal - punish- 
ment, asked the boy to “police” 
the elementary school boys’ bath- 
room. What a change a little 
respect and responsibility made 
in that 7th grader! 

Visitors to Kinston High 
School often wondered how Mr. 
Nevin kept the school so clean. 
Years went by without so much 
as a mark on the walls or furnish- 
ings. His secret: He made every 
child feel that the school was his 
second home, and you don’t 
damage you own home and 
things. 

As a lifelong Methodist, 
Claude was extremely knowl- 
edgeable in both the theology and 
history of United Methodism. 
My last conversation with him 
was about the history of Tallassee 
First. United Methodist Church

He expressed interest, knowl- 
edge, and appreciation of 
Methodism locally, nationally,

In 1989, when I announced to 
my college classes that I was 
retiring, oné question they asked 
was, “Would you go back to high 
school teaching?”

IRS renews E-mail alert following 


new scams 


The Internal Revenue Service 
saw an inctease in complaints in 
recent ‘weeks about bogus e- 


mails that appear to be from the © 


IRS but are designed ‘to ‘trick 
recipients into. disclosing. per- 
sonal-and financial information 
that could be used to steal the 
»recipients’ identity and financial 
“assets. 

The agency reminded taxpay- 
ers to be on the lookout for these 
‘e-mails. 

“The. IRS does not send out 
unsolicited e-mails asking for 
personal information,” said IRS} 
spokesman Dan. Boone: “Don’t 
be taken in by these criminals.” 

Since November, 99 different 
scams have been identified, with 


20 of those coming in June — the - 
most since 40 were identified in= 


“March during the height of the 


"> filing season... 


Many of these icheinek origi- 
nate outside the United ‘States, 
To date, investigations by the 


.- Treasury’ Inspector General for 


Tax Administration have identi- 
fied sites hosting:more than two 
dozen IRS-related phishing 
scams. These scam Web sites 
have been-located in many dif- 
ferent ‘countries, . including 
Argentina, Aruba,. Australia, 
Austria, Canada, Chile, China, 
England, Germany, Indonesia, 
Italy, Japan, Korea, Malaysia, 
Mexico, Poland, Singapore and 
Slovakia, as well as. the United 
States. 

The ‘current scams claim to 
come from the IRS, tell recipi- 
ents that they are due a federal 
tax refund, and direct them to a 
Web site that appears to be a 
genuine IRS site. The bogus 
sites contain forms or interac- 
tive Web pages similar to IRS 
forms or Web pages but which 
have been modified to request 
detailed personal and financial 
information. ‘from the e-mail 
recipients. In addition, e-mail 
addresses ending with “.edu” — 
involving users in the education 
community — currently seem to 
be heavily targeted. 

The IRS does not send’ out 
unsolicited e-mails or ask for 
detailed personal information 
via e-mail. Additionally, the IRS 
never asks people for the PIN 
numbers, passwords or similar 
secret access information for 
their credit card, bank or other 
financial accounts. 

Tricking consumers into dis- 
closing their personal and finan- 
cial information, such as. secret 
access. data or credit card’ or 
bank account numbers, is fraud- 
ulent activity which can result in 
identity theft, Such schemes 
perpetrated through the Internet 
are called “phishing” for infor- 
mation, 

The information fraudulently 
obtained is then used to steal the 
taxpayer's identity and financial 
assets, Typically, identity 
thieves use someone's personal 
data to empty the victim's finan- 
cial accounts, run up charges on 
the victim's existing credit 
cards, apply for new loans, cred- 
it cards, services\or benefits in 


the victim’s name and even file 
fraudulent tax returns. 

When the IRS learns of new 
schemes involving use of. the 
IRS name or logo, it issues con- 
sumer alerts warning Papaya 
about the schemes. 

The IRS also has established 
an electronic mailbox for tax- 
payers to send information 
about suspicious e-mails they 
Teceive which claim to come 


from the IRS. Taxpayers should _ 


send the information to: Phish- 
ing @irs.gov. 

More than 7,000 boptik eitiails 
have been forwarded 'to the IRS, 
with nearly 1,300 forwarded in. 
June alone. 

The IRS’s mail. box. allows 
taxpayers to send copies of pos- 

“sibly fraudulent ‘e-mails involy- 
ing misuse of the IRS name and 
logo’ to the. IRS for investiga- 
tion: Instructions’on. how to 
properly submit one of these 
communications tothe IRS may 
be found on this Web site. Enter 
the’ term “phishing” in’ the 
search box in the upper right 
hand corner. Then open the arti- 
cle titled “How. to» Protect 
Yourself from Suspicious. E- 
Mails” and scroll through it until 

‘you find the -instructions. 
Following these instructions 
helps ensure that the bogus e- 
mails relayed by taxpayers 
retain critical elements found in 
the original e-mail. The IRS can 
usé the information, URLs and 
links in the’ bogus e-mails to 
trace the hosting Web sites and 
alert authorities to help. shut 
down these fraudulent sites. 

However, due to the volume 
the new mailbox is expected to 
receive, the IRS will not be able 

to acknowledge receipt or reply 
to taxpayers who. submit their 
bogus e-mails. The 
phishing@irs.gov mailbox is 
only for suspicious e-mails and 
not for general taxpayer contact 
or inquiries. 

For information on. prevent- 
ing or handling the aftermath of 
identity theft, visit the Federal 
Trade Commission's consumer 
(http://www,consumer, gov/idthe 
ft/index:html) and 
OnGuardOnLine 
(http://onguardonline.gov/index 
shtinl) Web sites.

For schemes other than phish- 
ing, please report the fraudulent 
misuse of the IRS name, logo, 
forms or other, IRS property by 
calling the Treasury Inspector 
General for Tax 
Administration’s toll-free hot- 
line at 1-800-366-4484.

Summer night fishing 
can yield big catches 
of catfish and crappie 


Dedicated crappie fisherman will tell you that spring is the time 
to fill a cooler with crappie, but unfortunately spring has yielded to 
another balmy summer. While crappie anglers will find it harder to 
find crappie in high concentrations during the summer, good fishing 
can still be had. 

Combining. a nighttime catfishing and crappie fishing trip can 
increase the excitement and put more meat in.the cooler. All it takes 
is rigging up'a few old bleach jugs with a line hook and weight. The 
line length ¢an easily be-adjusted to the water one is fishing in, 
Three to six feet seems about ideal. This length is plenty for catfish 
feeding anywhere near the surface. 

Night fisherman have begun using the “swimmers noodle” to 


replace jugs in recent years. These orange, yellow, and other bright- 


ly colored sections of foam make ideal floats. They are already a. 
wre visible color, rake up much less room in the boat, and it is 


paees 


to.tie the ine to one énd' so the noodle will stand on ‘end When a fish 


takes the bait. Others prefer to tie the line in the middle of the noo- , 


dle. 
Throw out ten to twenty jug? or noodles baited with your favorite 
catfish bait and turn your attention to crappie. Summer crappie can 


be caught around piers, under bridges, around docked barges or . 


along the edge of thick aquatic weeds. Anywhere that attracts bait- 
fish will attract crappie. A floating light powered by a marine bat- 
tery will attract minnows by the hundreds, thus attracting crappie. 

If the water is deep enough, vertical jigging with minnows or jigs 
can be productive. Summer crappie may be suspended in the water 
column during hot weather rather than hugging the bottom in shal- 
low water like they do during spring. One crappie fisherman I know 
starts off fishing at the depth he thinks he will find crappie, then 
moves his float up or down in one foot increments until he finds. the 
depth that crappie are holding. 

Fisherman who don’t want to bother with rigging jugs can add to 
the night’s catch by putting out a few limb lines for catfish before 
beginning to laok for crappie. A six-foot line with a sharp hook, 
weight, and bait on one’ end and a loop for going around an over- 
hanging limb on the other is all you need. Put the limb lines out first, 
crappie fish a few hours, then return to ‘check the limb lines. Limb 
lines and jugs will often yield more fillets for the fryer that the crap- 
pie fishing does. 

Try acombined catfish and crappie trip on a warm summer night. 
Any time you are after two species, you at least double the odds of 
putting meat in the cooler.

Peanut butter is:at the top of 
the list, Keith says, because it 
meets all of the criteria: 

“A jar of peanut butter not 
only contains several thousand 
caloriés ‘but doesn’t have to be 
refrigerated and fits easily into 
a sack or back pack,” he says. 

The-same advice generally 
holds true for dried fruit, energy 
bars and granola bars —— “basi- 
cally anything that doesn’t 
weigh much, doesn’t require 
refrigeration and is high in 
calories.” 

From’ a nutritional and: food 
safety standpoint, canned goods 
are okay, though they’re heavy, 
which can be “very inconven- 
ient in cases where people are 
being evacuated from one shel- 
ter to another,” Keith says. 

Other good choices’ include 
nuts, crackers and packaged 
cheese. 

Keith normally advises con- 
sumers to avoid fruit products 
packaged in heavy syrup due to 
the large numbers of calories 
and high sugar content. Even 
so, he says these types of prod- 
ucts work well in disaster situa- 
tions by providing’ people 
access to lots of calories. 

A third consideration should 
be stocking foods with ample 
amounts of protein —- one rea- 
son why peanut butter is well-

This time last year, educators 
at Elba. Elementary School 
faced the implementation of a 
new reading program, To say the 
least, they were skeptical and 
nervous not knowing what to 
expect.

The»school's educators now 
are celebrating a year of over- 
whelming success and that pre- 
viously mentioned: nervousness 
has turned to enthusiasm.

“This time last year, we were 
facing a lot of change,” said

Lakesha Brackins, Elba 
Elementary School principal. 
“There was skepticism, but

Weeks said he is most pleased 
that every person at the clemen- 
tary school contributed to the 
reading program. He said it truly 
was a team effort that seemingly 
has paid off. 

Gina Price, EES curriculum 
coordinator, said being an 
Alabama Reading First 
Initiative school allowed federal 
funding for the reading program 
for the K-3 grades. Also, she 
said officials recognized the 
importance of the program, and 
other funding was secured for 
grades 4-6. 

Brackins said a goal was set to 
have 80 percent of the students 
reading at benchmark by the end 
of the school year. According to 
DIBELS (testing used to evalu- 
ale grades K-3), the school had a 
benchmark of 82 percent last 
year.
